— Good roads 
enthuHlasiii of five states, meeting 
here Tuesday for the purpose of rout-

road through this terrltorr. Although 
the meeting waa scheduled as a trl- 
Biate aitair, other states found the 
i« l asion one that could not he over- 
loukPd. and aent repreeentatlve dele-

('in< innati led In the meeting with 
a dcli-«Hilon of thirty representatives 
of various civic oDjanizatlons. Headed 
Ijj \V. (' CiilklMs, Swri'tary of the 
I'liamber <.f Conimerce, and W. T. Cal- 
erdine, rrcHldenl of Ihc Ohio (iood 
lloads Kederallon ,llie ( incinnatl di le- 
gatlon dominated the meeting, other 
delegations referring lo ihcni as the 
reni loaders In the fighl to establish a 
main market highway along the Ohio 
Itiver, ' 

'Mayor Earl Stewart weloomea the 
.',11 delegates and aaaured them that 
this city would do all In iu power to 
Insure the speedy construction of a 
pormaneni highw^ay. John W. Haua- 
*ermann of Kew Richmond, President 
pro teni of the Ohio Division of the 
Highway Association, while dealing 
ullh the crowlnj: iransiMirtatlon needs 
of till' (cuniry stressed the point that 
the hiKhwaya ari> tlu' real n-eans of 
nphulldlii? rail and water transporta- 
tion 

J Kdgar Hurton of liidiiina )i(din.il 
10 Hue fact that there .ire ai h-aft 
five million automobiles In Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Illinois and Wisconsin, and 
strcaaed the point that a highway 
tuch aa waa under consideration 
would find a large majority of these 
ears moving over It when the touring 
season wns at Its helghth. 

This !!• iiij; the homo town of Mr. 
Ciilkins, wa.s then an ovation 

when called upon lo detail what Clii- 
clnnatl was dolnc to aid the iirojected 
highway Mr ("iilkins declared the 
automobile had come to occupy a lend- 
ing place In .American biifilnesH and 
that the money left by tourists In 
various cities went into every chan- 
nel of trade. He iirped that those at 
the meeting do all in their power to 
keep ahreast of the rapid devlopment 
of river transportation with a high- 
way paralleling the river. 

Mr. Oalerdlne. who has occupied a 
prominent place In Ohio road develop- 
roent work during the paat year, pre- 
sented fact* that were of vtttal inter- 
est to the project He iirsed delegates 
from Hie various counties through 
which the lilKhway would pass to 
build for permanency when they ini 
)irovpd the liiuliway. citing Ihe fact 
that several Ohio counties had spoiled 
rood roods In their desire to Improve 
them. He also pointed out that the 
Stale Highway Department has a tre 
mendous undertaking on its hands In 
improving the many hundreds of mile* 
of road throughout the atate, and 
urged that L. C. Herrick, State High 
way Commissioner, be given every 
support in his endeavors to create a 
system of permanent hlgl|ways. 

Bvery Ohio city along the river be- 
tween hero and Cincinnati was repre- 
Rented at the meeting, while Maysvllle 
and other Kentucky oltles ihnwed an 
equal interest. 

Mr, HerrIck and II A Russell, the 
President of the Highway Association, 
will address the delecatcs Wednesday 
morning, explaining what the organi- 
zation hopes to accomplish In this 
slate and elsewhere. A permanent 
organlEStlon will be formed by the 
Ohio boosters and it is tipped that Mr. 
Hanaaermann will be elected Presid- 
ent, owing to bis tremradous interest 
In the bnlldinc ot the hithway.

THOUGHT SOLVED

Police Find Hole JinoekN In Plaster 
liuard Which ladicatea That the 
•"f Urd Party" la Uqaor ■enoT. 
al May Ha ve Tha s Bseeped. ^ 

Local police believe they have dis- 
covered the method ot escape ot the 
"third party" «r the "inside man" in 
the removal of nine oases of liquor 
from the 'Peoples' Drug Company's 
bulldipg; ■ 

In looklfig over the building, Chief 
.Maokey and hia assistanta have dis- 
covered'' that a large bole has been 
knocked ^In the plaster board parti- 
tion between the drug store and the 
Hicks .Magazine agency otlice in Court 
street, 'i ho hole was knocked out from 
'.ho drug store aide and iiu.ii- the steps 
Aliicli lead lioiii ilie main floor ot the 
iiuildiiig to tilt' cellar. 

The theory of the iiolice Is that the 
iiiun on Ihe inside of thte building who 
was handing out the liquor escaped 
through this hole into the HIcka of- 
fice from which he climbed over i 
transom onto an old pair of stops lead 
>ng to the third floor of the building 
and then escaped from the building 
iirough the front entrance to the sec 
and floor. 

Federal Prohibition ICnroitement 
Otncer Harry A. Ort began a careful 
investigation of the cas.! Wcduesday 
afternoon and .solved tlie inystery of 
removal of tin- liquor trom the drug 
iiorOH vault witliou; disturbing the 
lock. Marks on iliu top of the door in- 
dicated to I'liiul Ort that Uie door 
l:ad been pried out. He investigated 
more closely and found that the old. 
rusty pins in the hinges slipped out 
easily proving that they hod recently 
been removed. The marka on the top 
of the door are at such an angle from 
the hinge pins that It proved conclus- 
ively that an Instrument was used in 
prying out the hinge pins nad then the 
door waa tpcaed making the hasp up- 
on which the lock was placed, a 
hinge. 

Chief Ort Is thoroughly investigat- 
ing the caM a;id this Federal investi-

Thirty Men Hold-up Maryland DIsUl. 
lery and Steal over 2,000 Galloas 
of WUtky — Deen im 
Brokea Dowa. 

Frederick, iMd., March 8. — Om> 
powering three guards and «iwwi^y 
down the doors, a land ot Uqoor rob> 
bors, believed to hava- numbered A, 
escaped early today with SJOO gaUons 
of whisky trom the warehouse at 
Burl^ttevllle, near here, of the Out- 
brldge, Horsley Distillery company, 
Inc. 

Tlie value of the liquor stolen was 
astimated my representatives of the 
company at $35,C00. The whisky, con- 
tained In barrels, was loaded Into 
three trucks and several automobiles. 

One of tho trucks, containing 17 
barrels, later was fcund several miles 
from the worehauseo, tho robbers hav. 
ng been forced to abandon It after an 
accident. 

The robbery was ateged, aooordlng 
to John Hempt, deputy sherUf of 
Frederick county, who was on gtutrd 
at the dlBiUlwy, shortly after 1 o'clock 
ibis morning. Hempt informed 0. It, 
Meyer, president ot the distillery com- 
pany, who in turn informed the sher- 
iff's offlce here, that the robbers sur- 
prised bim and the two other guards 
on duty, bound them with ropes and 
then proceeded to batter down the 
doors. Having gained an entrance, a 
portion of the band rolled out barrels 
while others loaded them, Hempt said 
he was able to release himself after 
?ome timo and then unbound the 
iher guards.

HOW BIUOH FOB FRENCH ABMY? 

The French minister of the devastated rogion.s is nport. .! as 
declaring that the French can never p.-iy their d. lit of ilin-e and a 
half billion dollars to the United States. It is unlortuuate that a 
Statement of that sort should be made on the eve of negotiationii for 
the refunding of all the for. icn debts to this eouutry. Tiie financial 
situation in France is deiiloratije, and it will certainly be taken into 
consideration liy the refunding ooniiuission. Arguments based upon 
It, however, would have more weight if there was more . t'ort in 
France to reduv c th,. cost of niilltaiy establishments and apply the 
money to eecouomic rehabilitation. 

Either cancelation or repudiation of the I<Vench d. lit would 
establish a precedent that would rise to plague the world in the event 
of another war in the future. The belligerents would probably want 
tc borrow from neutral countries or from each otli. r, but uiilcss in- 
ternational credit is established by full and complete s. ttUmeiit of 
obligations growing out of the late wsr. there will be no desire to 
contract similar debts ai aiiothir time. Th.> Anierieim d. bt refund- 
ing commission is not going to press for undue haste in payment : it 
is merely going to apply ordinar>' fundamentals of honest dealing 
to the debt oollection.

yet to be held in abeyance. Bofor^ a committee of the .Mas.sachus.>tts 
General As.sembly there has just appeared a delegation of scrub 
women whose leader, having modestly stated that for twenty-st ven 
years she h;ul scriil.bed statehouse floors without surcease, asked in 
behalf of herself and hi r companions the trrace of an annual two 
V'Ceks vacation with pay. 

That was all and her plea in justification consisted ot' the one 
simple appeal in ei|uity: "[ ask you gentlemen to give ns women the 
same consideration given -tlicr public servants. " And did they give 
"consideration" generou.sly and graciously witii not a dissenting 
voice f To be sure they did. Th.tt is, they dismissed the matter with 
\hf pailiaiiu'iilary evasion and r' ad of all men who ever made 
reei^uest of a legislative liody ■ • The committee took the petition 
nnder consideration."

It is a prac- 
tical tliii'.c X>oloso is ibo sucar in 
tlio corn It i< -vhat tlic cattle and 
stock want when tlioy eat corn. Ry 
e.atins the cob tlioy get but R per cent, 
of the xyclose. Tlie syrup, which if 
for animals and made by treating the 
cob, gives 25 per cent. more. It seems 
practicable to me that this added 
syrup shoold be used when the cobs at 
present are going to waste. 

•'I expect to simplify the process of 
extracting this syrup so that the farm- 
er ran make It on his farm. I have 
carried by experiments far enough t- 
know that the cattle like It and want 
It" 

Referrinc; to tbe production of dye= 
from corncobs. Mr. Darling exhibited 
a black dye that he hart obtained from 
fur furol. a chemical obtained from 
robe- Tt is a pulphur dye. deep Tn<: 
fast, and he said that it can he mad.- 
profitably. He has ob».-.lned other 
colors, but has not yet developed them 
to the degree of sttablllty which he 
hris reached with the black dve. 

That cobs hare many other n»es 
was shown In Ms etatement that the 
cellulose ffrom them can be made «"•'• 
a material that will serve s« « fni<"" 
for phonoffrnnh records, ran ^e treat- 
ed and used In the making of motioTi 
picture films or used between wood 
: ~ roiin.i proofiriiz. as well as Its use 
as a base for the m.Tmifacture of n't-o- 
slycerin. 

Turning from the discussion of '■ob'i 
he predicted that alcohol would be ttir 
world fuel of the future. He said he 
believed that In five years the net ml - 
enm'sltuation In thip country would be 
ouob that gasoline would he fnrtv 
fifty cents a gallon because of th» in- 
creasing use of the Internal combus- 
tion engine. Railroads and steamshlns 
\A said, are turning more and more to 
the use of gasoline because of the con- 
stantly increasing Indeflnlteness In 
the minln-: of coal by reason of strikes 

The use of colltxilal fuel, a product 
of crude (.il and powdered coal, and 
a'so the development of the shale oil 
Industry might help the fuel Kitu.iticri 
fcr another twenty-five years, he said, 
but in the end alcobol Will beoome the 
world ffuel. 

Alcohol, he said, la Inexhaustible be- 
cause It can be manufactured out of 
anything of a woody nature, and so 
long as theer are corncobs, stalks, 
sugar cane stalks, there will be a 
supply of material to make alcohol

crop eampalgn promottef during the 
fall of lUl \u oounty osents, the ex- 
teuaion dlvlalon ot the College ot Ag 
riculture and interested farmers who 
decided to protect their own fields 
from erosion and leaching during the 
w inter, according to R. H. Stephenson 
soils specialist at the Colleg of Agri- 
culture. 

Crops used to protect the fields dur- 
In.i; till- winter included ryo, wheat. 
b:>rley. votcb, winter oats aiui crim- 
son and sweet clover lU'sidos pro- 
tecting the fields, the wheat, barley 
and winter oats will prcdiir a ^rain 
crop according to Mr. Stephenson. Uye 
was the principal crop used strictly 
for cover crop purposes. 

Out of tho 33 counties that reported 
on the drive 20 ha\ing tho largest 
acreage of r)-e reported a total of 
more than 41000 acres seeded. This 
was three and one-half times thto 
acreage seeded in 1918. 

A few counties used considerable 
crimson clover, the five counties hav- 
ing the largest acreage, which were 
located In southern Kentucky, report- 
ing more than 11,500 acres. 

Only a small acreage of vetch and 
sweet closer was reported by county 
cents. 

The ten counties sliowinc the larg- 
est increases in the aorease of rover 
crops reiKirted a seedini; of nearly 
S.'i.ono acres more than Inst ye.nr. .tc- 
(Ordlng to the conniy acent reports 

As a result of tlio increased acre;!i;c 
of cropa ot this kind, much fertility 
has been saved by the prevention of 
erosion and leaching, two causea re- 
Fponslble for the heaviest losses of 
plant food on Kentucky farms, ac- 
cording to Mr. Stephenson.
